The Passumpsic Railroad forms a direct and very delightful route to the great mount- 
ain and lake resorts of Northern New England, and also to Montreal, Quebec, and other parts of 
Canada.

Quebee. — This is the shortest line between New York and Quebec, and also the pleasantest, 
the route being up the Connecticut Valley to Wells River, thence along the Passumpsic and some 
of its tributaries to Newport (which is situated at the head of Lake Memphremagog), and from that 
point northward via Lennoxville and Sherbrooke. 


From Boston the route is the same above Wells River if the peeping goes via Concord 
and Plymouth, and the same above White River Junction if he goes via Concord and the last-named 
point. 


Montreal. — The route by the Air Line between Boston and Montreal is via Lowell, Concord, 
Plymouth, Wells River, and Newport, Vt.

What man is this 
That holds commandment on the pulse of life ?—Shakespeare,
